Defines Rights of All Parties Under

Philadelphia, P., April 
10—James 


M. Beck, assistant attorney 
general, 


who argued the Northern Securities 
case, when questioned today as to the 
scope of the decision, 
said that it 


seemed to him it leaves nothing to be 
desired in the matter of a full expo- 
sition of the federal law applicable 
to the consolidation of competing in- 
ter-state cariers. 


"All interests should w elcome such 


a result," feays Mr. Beck, "for it seems 
to me of the first importance that the 
exact meaning of the existing statutory 
law should be definitely ascertained. 
When so ascertained, the question of 
the wisdom of the statues can he 
fairly debated in fne greater court of 
public opinion. 
The decision of the 


circuit court accomplishes this pur- 
pose. 
It destroys the last legal de- 


vice for the suppression of competi- 
tion, and shifts the 
whole 
question 


from the courts to the people, and 
leaves for their consideration and ul- 
timate decision the question whether 
every consolidation under the prop- 
er regulation is desirable, or whether 
it should be altogether 
prohibited. 


The wild suggestion that this decision 
is "revolutionary" and will disrupt the 
American railway system is 
absurd. 


It simply re-affirms the existing prin- 
ciples and has no application whatever 
to the legitimate extensions of railway 
lines, but solely applies to the sup- 
pression of 
competition by railway 


consolidation." 


Beck considers the most important 


part of the decision was that which 
holds the purchase of the stocit in in- 
terstate railways subjects the purchas- 
er to the constitutional power of federal 
government.

10—The Rev. 


William Henry Milburn, the venerable 
blind chaplain of the United States 
senate, died at Santa Barbara, Cal., 
today. 
Milburn was broken in health 


and went to the Pacific coast a .year 
ago. 
The change brought no great 


improvement and when congress met 
in December, he forwarded his resigna- 
tion, but it was never acted on. 
The 


deceased was a native of Philadel- 
phia, where, he was born in 1823. > 


When five years of age a pjay fellow 


accidentally struck him In the left 
eye with a piece of glass. 
For two 


years he was confined to a dark room 
under medical treatment, and when he 
came out one of his eyes was entirely 
blind and but little sigrlit was left in 
the other. 
He, however, pursued his 


studies at'school and colleges for about 
twenty years, the sig..t growing-dim- 
mer until gradually he became totally 
blind. 
In tho spring of 1S3S he went; 


with his father's family to Jackson- 
ville, 111., and in 1843 became a travel- 
ing preacher of the Methodist church. 


Milburn was twice elected chaplain 


of the house of representatives, and 
lastly chaplain of the senate. 


'While serving a charge at Mobile, 


Ala., Milburn .underwent a trial for 
heretical teachings. 
He was widely 


'known as a blind preacher and lec- 
turer, his ministry and lecture field 
covering many />arfs of the 
Unitec 


States, Canada, Great 
Britain ant 


Ireland. 
He also was known as an 


author.
